Was arrested at that place 
Detective Agency and turned over 
St. Louis police in the local office of the 
agency late. Monday afternoon, charged 
with defrauding the Merchants-Laclede 
National Bank out of $1956 by forgery. 

The alleged forgery was committed about 
Jan. 15. The money was secured Jan. 2, 
and Johnson, who had an office in the Com- 
mercial Building, disappeared from St. 
St. Louis on the day he secured the money. 

The money was secured on a draft for 
$1956.35, drawn by-the Fourth National Bank 
of Dayton, Ohio, and made payable to “C. 
E. Brown,.cash,” the payee being the 
cashier of the. Eleventh Ward. Nationa! 
Bank of New York City. 

Johnson admitted ” morning that 
he signed the name “CC. E. Brown" on the 
back of the draft and that he cultivated the 
acquaintance of a St. Louls merchant for 
no other reason than to induce the mer- 
chant to introduce him to a loca! bank 
where he could get the draft cashed. But 
he declarees that he believed that the 
draft was intended for him. 

Johnson's capture was the result of work 
done by_ Dr. C. A. Peterson, manager of 
the St. Louis office of the Thiel Detective 
Agency. The doctor hhad but one clew to 
work on when he undertook to capture 
Johnson. This clew was‘a canceled reve- 
nue stamp which he found in Johnson's de- 
serted desk in the Commercial Biulding sev- 
eral days after the latter left. 

Johnson !{s about 30 years old. He has a 
wife and one child living in Des Moines. 
He came to St. Louis in January and on 
the 9th day of that month rented a box 
at the postoffice under the name of Charles 
W. Brown. He also rented desk room in 
an office in the Commercial Butlding and 
announced that he was here to open a 
real estate business. Later in the month 
he left orders at the postoffice that his 
box was to be used by A. B. Johnson and 
H. W. Preston. 

January 8 the draft for $1956.35 
mailed by the Dayton Bank. 
was addressed, ““". E. Brown, N. B, Com.. 
St. Louts.’’ This envelope was delivered 
to the National Bank of Commerce in St.

CHICAGO, March 13.—Reports received 
here to-day show that serious floods are 
prevailing in the northern portion of I)- 
linois by the overflowing of the Illinois, 
Des Plaines, Fox, Sangamon and Kanka- 
kee rivers. Much live stock and property 
have already been destroyed. 

At La Salle, the Illinois River and tribu- 
tary streams are now fourteen feet above 
normal height, and still rising. Not since 
1892 has there been so much water in this 
vicinity, and if the rivers continue to rise 
during the next twenty-four hours the dam- 
age to property will be enormous. One 
pump at the waterworks is already shut 
down, the engineers are working in twenty 
inches of wuter and Superintendent Walker 
Says that one foot more of water will mean 
the stoppage of the entire plant, thus plac- 
ing the city in jeopardy from fire. 

The fires in the engine room of the Dick- 
inson Cement Works were extinguished and 
the kilns flooded. William Chapin and fam- 
ily were driven from their home and water 
stands a foot deep on the floors of the 
summer cotlages. 

At Peru, Water street is flooded and store 
basements are filled with water, doing much 


damage to merchants’ reserve stocks. Fears 
are entertained that the fires of the big 
lilinois Zinc Company's works may be 
reached by the rapidiy rising water, which 
already covers part of tne company’s 
remises.

The last copy went to 
room at 1:45 this morning. Then 
don went to a convenient lunch 
with Associate Editor Chase and 
newspaper friend. Hach took an oyster 
stew. : 

At 2:15 Mr. Sheldon and his friends re- 
paired to the Capital pressroom, where the 
entire force of the plant and the visiting 
newspaper correspondents had assembled to 
see the first papers. Mr. Sheldon had little 
to say. He stood in a corner with his hands 
on the lapel of his coat. It was noticed 
first time since entering the 
office at 9 a. -m., his face was flushed. 

At 2:34 the pressman said: ‘‘Let her go.”’ 
Mr. Sheldon’s lips quivered, he pulled his 
hat over his eyes and there was a suspicion 
of a tear on his cheek. The press started 
and the first paper was handed to Mr. Shel- 
don. He looked over the first page and 
turning to Mr. Chase said: “Il guess it’s 
all right.’’ Then he smiled and folding the 
paper said; “I'll save this fer Mrs. Shel- 
doan."' 

Every man in the pressroom took a paper 
for a. souvenir. Mr. Sheldon wrote his 
name upon each copy. At 3 o'clock Mr. 
Sheldon left the office for his room at the 
Copeland Hotel. 

Asked what he thought of the first paper, 
he said: “I haven't had time to read it and 
don’t know whether the make-up will suit 
me. I find that there is quite a rush around 
a daily newspaper office and the editor has 
to decide things qpickly. Generally speak- 
ing, however, I am satisfied with the con- 
tents of the paper and believe that for the 
purposes of the experiment it is a success.”’ 

Mr. Sheldon met thé reporters at 1:30 p. 
m. to-day and made assignmens for to- 
morrow’'s paper. 

The paper contains eight pages of seven 
columns each. Of these fifty-six columns 
thirty-six are reading matter, twenty ad- 
vertising. The reading matter runs straight 
through thirty-six colums, thus dividing the 
paper distinctly into its two departments. 

Mr. Sheldon required the members of the 
force to sign a document in which they 
pledged themselves under no circumstances 
to reveal anything which went on in the 
office. 

This provoked the first feeling of ap- 
proaching hostility toward the new man- 
egement, the men feeling that Christ would 
hardly have required a signed pledge to en- 
force a point of honor held sacred in 
even the newspaper offices furtherst 
from the assumption of divinity. However, 
the pledge was signed by all, and then Edi- 
tor Sheldon laid down what he called a 
personal rule, which was that there should 
be no smoking in the office by members of 
the staff, explaining that this was required 
in all first class business establishments.

GARRISONS WITHOUT DOCTORS. 


Gen, Otis Refuses to Do Anything To- 
wards Increasing the Medical 
Staff.

HONG KONG, March 13.—The distribution 
of United States troops in widely separated 
garrisons in the Philippines makes three 
surgeons to a regiment utterly ineufficient.

Price, McCormick & Co.'s 
Cotton Letter. 


NEW YORK, March 12.—Price, McCormick & 
Co. to-day publish the following: 

From various sources, we bear that an intention 
to corner contracts for August delivery in the 
New York cotton market is attributed to us, and 
that the market has recently been manipulated 
on an enormous scale by us, in order to facilitate 
the accomplishment of this purpose. 

We desire to state most emphatically that we 
hare no such intention, and that any proposition 
to corner August cotton when it bas already solid 
at 9% cents per pound is in our opinion likely te 
be exceedingly unprofitable to the person altempt- 
ing it. 

The cotton production this year promises to ex- 
ceed our earlier expectations by at least 750,000 
bales. In November, we thought !t would be about 
8,750,000 bales. If during the month of Angnet 
any large quantity of new cotton should be re- 
ceived, we do not see how it can be less than 
9,500,000. This supply, in our opinion, taken fa 
connection with last year’s surplus, will be abun- 
dantly sufficient te meet the world’s requirements 
at present prices. The high prices must restrict 
consumption, and at the same time they will 
bring into requisition a very considerable quan- 
tity of cotton that, at low prices, does not make 
its appearance during the cotton year, For the 
balance of the cotton season, the price of the ar- 
ticle will be to a great extent, in fact almost 
entirely, dominated by the prospect of the new 
crop. If this is brilllant, a discount on August 
for the new crop deliveries will speedily be es- 
tablished, that will put a very decided premium 
on procrastination In securing their supplies on 
the part of every spinner in the world, and for 
this reason they are likely to eke out thelr stocks 
in some way until new crop becomes avaliable. 
Our cables from Europe report a much slacker de- 
mand there from spinners, and while it fs possi- 
ble that southern spot holders may by persistently 
advancing their prices, be able In some cases to 
secure a higher figure for their cotton, it seems 
to us that the present crop is practically becom- 
ing a dead issue, and that from now on ipterest 
in speculation is Mkely to be rapidly ebifted to 
next year’s production. 

The facts are known in regard to this season's 
crop, and once certainty takes the place of un- 
certainty speculation ceases to have a reason for 
existence, as bearing wpon the new crop. [It is 
interesting to note that the Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture for the State-of Alabama reports an iu- 
crease of nearly 100 per cent in the sale of 
fertilizer tags this year. Last year, the total! 
sales up td March Ist were 645,760; this year up 
to March ist the total sales are 1,127,000. 

With present prices for cotton, it ts not im 
probable that the increase in the acreage next 
year may be as great as 15 per cent throughow 
the entire cotton belt.

SUMMER DRINKS TAXABLE. 


Uncle Sam Requires a License From 
the Phosphate Mixers. 

The festive purveyor of summer drinks, 
consisting mainly of adulterated cider and 
fancy names is, in the vernacular, “up 
against it,’’ the “it” being the powers 
that be of Uncle Sam. 

Heretofore the aforesaid drink mixer has 

used various forms of acids, combined 
with phosphate of soda, a little vinegar, 
and some clear water, with a little fruit 
juice flavoring. For these, he has claimed 
immunity under the United States license 
law. 
But Collecfor Grenner of the Internal 
Revenue service insists that these are 
drinks for dispensing which lHcense is 
required, and this will cost retailers $2%, 
and makers from $100 up. They are re- 
tailers and rectifiers respectively. 

Claret phosphate does not come under 
these restrictions, as the claret is used 
merely as a flavor and not as a beverage. 

This applies to drug stores, Dars, picnic 
stands and all other dealers in such “adul- 
terated ciders.’”” Of course, where only 
the pure fruit juices are used, it will not 
be necessary to take out a special license.

IT WAS VALUED AT $25,000. | 


HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING com- 
PLETELY DESTROYED. 


One of the Handsomest Structures in) 


the Suburbs—Chemicals Prob- 
ably the Cause. 


The Kirkwood High School was destroyed 
by fire early Tuesday morning. The build- 
ing and contents were valued at over $25,- 
000. Nothing was saved. 

The struciure stood at the corner of Clay 
and Adams avenue and was one of the 
handsomest and most conspicuous bulldings 
in the little city. It has been occupied but 
two years. 

At 2:30 o’clack Tuesday morning the town 
Was awakened by the loud shrieking of the 
whistle on the Missouri! Pacific switch en- 
gine that stands on the siding there every 
night. It a well-known alarm of fire. The 
longer the tooting continued the greater 
the conflagration and the male portion af 
Kirkwood was dressed and hurrying 
through the streets before the alarm had 
ceased sounding. 

The school building was found in flames. 


They burst from pets | window and roared 
through the roof as if from the mouth of 
a furnace. The volunteer fire department 
rushed to the scene, but made no attempt 
to save the biuliding. It would have been 
useiess, and the Ch.ef wisely directed his 
efforts to preventing the fire spreading to 
the near dweilings. 

It took desperate work for three hours 
to prevent this. In add.tion to the regular 
fire brigade there were numerous independ- 
ent bucket lines formed that kept the sur- 
rounding houses well drenched while there 
was the greatest danger. 

The women soon came out and when the 
walls of the handsome bullding fell three- 
fourths of Kirkwood saw the millions of 
sparks whirled away over the trees. 

The interior burned rapidly and wall after 
ter wall fell, and when day.ight came there 
was nothing but a mass of ruins which still 
sent up heavy clouds of smoke. 

There was no regularly employed night- 
watchman and the origin of the fire is a 
mystery. The building was heated by a 
furnace, but all of the drafts and heat and 
smoke conductors were of the most. ap- 
proved pattern and the general belief is 
that acids exploded in the laboratory caus- 
ee | the fire.
